The loftier waves not only pose a threat to 
public beaches and some of the most expen- 
sive property in Illinois, they also can be the 
driving force behind dangerous surf condi- 
tions such as rip currents. The lakefront could 
face an increased risk in the fall—the time of 
year when the area generally sees stronger 
storms—because lake levels are high; Lake 
Michigan’s water level recently surged to its 
highest mark since 1998. 

“If we have another Halloween storm like 
last fall, we'll have more erosion,” said David 
Bucaro, of the Army Corps of Engineers’ Chi- 
cago district. 

The Oct. 31 storm churned up waves as 
high as 21.7 feet, tied for the second tallest 
recorded at a buoy in southern Lake Michi- 
gan. In a matter of hours, the stormy surf tore 
away long stretches of pavement along the 
lakefront trail in Chicago and devastated lo- 
cal beaches. 

Bob Bechstein, president of the Evanston 
Windsurfing Association, said he and his 
members have taken notice of the bigger 
waves. 

“People don’t think of Lake Michigan as 
a place to surf, but it’s actually a really good 
place for it,” said Bechstein, who’s been wind- 
surfing on the lake since 1981. “I would say 
waves this year are some of the highest waves 
I’ve seen in a long time because levels have 
been so low the last 10 years or so. We got 
some big northeastern winds in March and 
April, and the waves were pretty epic.” 

While shoreline and lake bed erosion are 
natural processes, they began to accelerate in 
the early 1800s, when piers and jetties were 
built on Lake Michigan, interrupting the 
natural flow of sand along the lake bed and 
causing dunes to form on the north side of 
the structures, according to Charles Shabica, 
a civil engineer and retired Northeastern Illi- 
nois University professor. Accidental beaches 
formed in areas such as present-day Streeter- 
ville, the Chicago neighborhood named after 
the ship captain who squatted on the land. 

As sand continued to pile up near these 
structures, it became an annoyance, to the 
point that sand was hauled to deep waters and 
permanently disposed of by agencies includ- 
ing the Army Corps of Engineers. Research- 
ers estimate that from 1889 to 1982, about 
2.5 million cubic yards of sand were re- 
moved—an amount that would fill more than 
12,950 rail cars spanning the distance from 
downtown Chicago to Champaign. 

South of the structures, beaches continued 
to erode naturally, although they were getting 
much less sand. 

Shabica forecasts that waves will carve an- 
other 3 feet out of the lake bed over the next 
20 years at a site where he plans to build a 
beach in Glencoe. Hydrologists from NOAA 
say waves generally break when their height 
reaches 80 percent of their depth, meaning 
that, if Shabica’s prediction is correct, and the 


water level remains around its current level, a 
wave breaking at 10 feet today would be near- 
ly 3 feet higher in 2035. 

In Chicago, the city has traditionally re- 
sponded to erosion issues by “armoring” its 
lakefront. As revetments erected in the early 
1900s (made of wooden cribs filled with 
stones) began to rot and crumble, the Army 
Corps of Engineers began to replace them 
with steel sheet pilings. But the waves eventu- 
ally take their toll on these walls too. 

Shabica said that history holds the key to 
one viable but unlikely option. Chicago archi- 
tect and planner Daniel Burnham, who trans- 
formed Chicago’s mostly industrial lakefront 
into public parks, also envisioned a series of 
man-made islands built offshore that would 
act as nature preserves. 

“They generally would’ve been made into 
sanctuaries for wildlife, but they also would’ve 
provided protection from waves,” Shabica 
said. “He was way ahead of his time.” 

Instead, there is a trend toward building 
“pocket beaches,” which are protected with 
rock or steel piles on their fringes and, gener- 
ally, a line of large headstones underwater that 
break waves farther from shore, Shabica said. 
The result is beaches with minimal sand loss 
that model themselves after natural bays. 

“One thing about our business is that we 
are constantly learning from Mother Nature. 
We're learning to work with nature, not fight 
against it.”

These songs have 
enough fiery spirit to prove some American 
music traditions don’t need change—and that 
folk singers can do it just as well as anyone.
